445  houses  have  been  improved  with  grant  aid  since  1949,  out  of  a  total 
of  1,870  private  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Sewerage 

As  in  1967  there  was  no  constructional  work  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  new  sewerage  systems.  The  scheme  for  Wintringhan 
received  Ministry  approval  and  is  scheduled  to  start  in  January,  1969 
with  sewage  being  pumped  to  the  works  at  Rillington.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  it  is  an  advantage  from  a  maintenance  aspect  to  have  a  central  works 
receiving  sewage  from  adjoining  villages  but  would  not  be  a  practicable 
proposition  in  an  area  of  this  size. 

The  thirteen  main  village  sewage  disposal  works  continue  to  give,  on 
tha  whole,  satisfactory  results.  None  of  the  sludge  beds  are  in  use  and 
all  sludge  is  spread  by  the  cesspool  empting  vehicle  on  to  land  made 
available  by  local  farmers. 

During  the  year  421  septic  tanks  were  emptied  free  of  charge  and  this 
new  service  is  appreciated. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

One  of  the  three  refuse  tips  was  closed  during  the  year  and  as  a 
result  it  was  possible  to  concentrate  on  maintaining  the  principal 
remaining  tip  at  Helperthorpe  in  a  better  condition.  It  is  unfortunate, 
however,  that  unauthorised  dumping  of  refuse  still  takes  .place  without 
thought  and  appreciation  of  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  a  controlled 
tip  in  an  area  where  soil  for  cover  is  limited. 

There  is  also  evidence  of  clumping  in  many  of  the  disused  quarries 
dotted  along  the  Wolds  and  this  action  in  an  area  of  considerable  scenic 
attraction  is  hard  to  understand  when  an  official  tipping  site  is 
available  and  when  transport  is  not  the  problem,  that  it  was’  in  earlier 
years . 

The  joint  investigation  with  two  adjoining  authorities  into  the 
possibility  of  operating  a  refuse  pulverisation  plant  continued  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  agreement  on  all  aspects  was  reached  and  it  was  decided  to 
purchase  a  Vickers  Seerdrum  pulverisor  to  be  sited  in  the  Malton  Urban  District.

Council  Houses 

The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  rose  to  636  during  the 

year. 

Modernization  of  38  of  the  older  houses  was  completed  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  plans  were  approved  for  improvements  in  a  further 
36  houses.  The  work  involving  considerable  internal  reconstruction 
qualified  for  Discretionary  Grant  payment  and  was  well  received  by 
all  the  tenants. 
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Rodent  Control 


Treatments  were  carried  out  as  necessary  on  refuse  tips  and 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  only  minor  infestation  recorded  in  a 
sewerage  system  occurred  as  a  result  of  rats  entering  by  a  stormwater 
overflow. 

It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  a  full  survey  of  farms  within  the 
district  but  there  was  evidence  that  more  occupiers  were  using  Warfarin 
regularly. 

Meat  Inspection 

Slaughtering  was  still  carried  out  throughout  each  week  but  the 
number  of  animals  inspected  fell  from  24,559  to  14,805,  primarily  due 
to  the  number  of  sheep  falling  by  more  than  9,000.
